OU fet out with afking mea Queftion, as¢ Cafuift in 
Morality, ‘ Whether an Author, who publifhes a fact 
« tending to deftroy the character of another, when that fact 
« js pofitively contradiéted, is not bound to produce either 
« his authority or prooft, on pain of being branded as the 
‘ inventor of the calumny?’ No, for ’tis fo far from be- 
ing moral, that is, reafonable, to name the perfons from 
whom I had the feveral faéts, that it would be abfolute- 
ly immoral, and breaking through the moft facred tyes of 
rivate converfation and friendfhip, to name them without 
their confent. 
°Till I have their confent, which I'll endeavour to get, 
the faéts following ftand upon my authority; which, by 
all who know me, will be equal to any man’s in the 
kingdom. 





Ido affirm, That Dr. Burnet’s obtaining the Bifhop- 
rick of Salisbury, by virtue of a promife from the Queen, 
and not from King Witt1am’s inclinations, is attefted by 
a Gentleman of undoubted integrity, who held a Poft of 
great honour and truft under King Witiiam, who was 
intimately acquainted with his Majefty, and had the ftory 
from the King himlelf. 


You fay, ‘No perfon will imagine, that a promife 
¢ made in Hol/and would have weight enough to promote 
« an unacceptable man in England.’ And can you think 
it improbable, that K. W. would in the infancy of his 
power, which he owed originally to his marriage with the 
Queen, refufe her Majefty fuch a favour, toa man who 
had done him fervice, tho’ he did not: like his qualities, 
nor approve of his mind, fo far as to admit him into his 
confidence and councils?

OW, Sir, I fay, that a man who had either pru- 

dence, or any regard tothe moral chligation to truth, 
or to hisown reputation, would not have ventured pofi- 
tively to affert in print (for you do it not by way of hear-fay 
in the Fournal ot the 1 sth) a faét, which might very pro- 
bly be difputed, without having firft obtained /eave of his

Do you 
not fee, that it is not fufficient in this cafe to believe 
your veracity, as to theewords related, but alfo we muft 
adopt your judgment implicitly, as to the character of your 
Author, which perhaps fome other people may be better 
acquainted with than yourfelf?
